!’RH.\PS the farmer ba» 
at many rearonx. if imt 
more, for being a S> 
cialNt as any other 
producer. He work* 
longer hours, has less enjoyment, and 
less leisure ibaii men of any other 
profession or trade, and in spite of 
the boasted Republican pronperity 
which the farmer is supposed to en¬ 
joy, a large per cent tfully of 

the fanners are tenants, that is—either 
renting their farms or holding them 
under a mortgage, and injhe process 
of centralization which ail imiuMrirs 
are going through, it is inevitable 
that the day of the small farmer as of 
the small manufacturer nm^t finally 
come to an end and he be reduced to 
the position of a tenant. Capital hav¬ 
ing monopolised nearly ever)thing in 
the line of manufacture is already 
entering the retail trade as a means 
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of exploitation, and already certain 
large railway corporations in the 
we:»t arc beginning tuTarm on a large 
scale, on land given to them by the 
government to supply their needs, and 
therefore, is already competing with 
the small farmer. 

The trubis gel the farmer going and 
coming, when he buys and when be 
selU. When he buys coal, sugar, har¬ 
nesses, ^hoe*. lea, coffee, tobacco, bin-' 
dcr twine, oil, farm machinery, lum-! 
bcr. paint or any manufictured article, 
he pays tribute to those numopoltcs. 
When he sells his grain, cattle, and 
dairy proiluct he pays tribute to** tlie 
transportation trust, to the elevator 
Iruvt, the cold storage trust a^ to 
the Wolves on the board of trade, and 
a few men decide from week to week 
what the farmer shall get and what 
the consumer shall pay for butter, 
milk. etc. 

Under present conditions the price 
which the consumer pays for bread,in 
the cities bears no great relation to 
S the price which the farmer gets for 
his wheat. When the price of wheat 
soars skyward, the consumer pays the 
(price and the speculator gets the beit- 
ietit with perhaps a small dole of the 
(advance in price to the farmer. The 
; price which the consumer pays for 
Ueggs and other prcnluce after six 
I months or a year in cold storage bears 
no relation to the pnee paid the 
farmer for that produce six moiitlis 
or a year before. The speculator cor¬ 
ners the product and reaps a harvest 
from the fanner’s toil. 

The price which the farmer pays 
for hi.s farm machinery and the manu¬ 
factured articles which he buys bears 
sbnr snull rcb:ton to the wages paid 
Ithe wage-worker hi the city. Through 
the present competitive system it 
costs about as much to .sell certain 
{articles as it does to make them and 
beside the trust* must realize a large 
{profit on the article manufactured. 
Many of the most costly articles 
w'htch the farmer buys is the product 
<fi cheap, sometimes chilcl labor, but 
St is to the interest of the old parly 
poltiiciau and' capitalist to keep the 
farmer and city worker separate so 
they may flatter them both as the 
“noble suns of toil” and rob them 
both at Che same time. When the far¬ 


mer complains about th^ pri*es 

of the manufactured articles *’• 

buys, they tell him that the wJN*' 
worker, the unions in the city are de-; 
iiianding and receiving to<» much, that i 
he is living in *^plcndnr and that thq I 
farmer is paying for it.and when the. 
city worker complains about the price I 
of meat, flour, etc., he is told, that the 
farmer is to blame,, that the farmer | 
lives in a fine house, has ai* auto-| 
mobile, that he is to blame fur the i 
hardships that the city worker must I 
endure. It is to the interest of the| 
capitalist to keep the farm and city j 
worker from llndcr^tanding each othci i 
and from voting together. 

Many farmers, etneciallv in Wis-i 
consin, arc beginning to realize that 
the present system of diNtributing their 
proiluct is robbery and they are be¬ 
ginning to establish their own grain 
elevators, their own centers of ex¬ 
change and distribution, to ahtdioh 
the profit system and speculation in 
farm produce and in order to sell as 
direct as possible to the consumer 
and to thereby secure as near as pos¬ 
sible the full priHluct of their labor. 
This is Socialis.m as far as the selling 
of their product is concerned, and the 
farmer who favors such organization 
a Socialist, in the seti^^e that he 
kk*vhcs to abiili^h the profit of others 
ill his labor, but he dttes not’ovvn the 
means of transportation, the railways, 
he is still exploited by them, and 
therefore the atteiiipu on bis part 
alone is handicapped* by the limita- 
jtions of his .sphere of action, and es'cn 
if he does succeed in gening very 
nearly what his product sells for. it 
ooots him nothing if he tnu>t pay a 
large profit to the manufacturers and 
tm^vts on the things that he is com¬ 
pelled to buy. and to be bigical, it 
should be his aim to destroy the pro¬ 
fit system on the things that he must 
buy as well as on the things that he 
must sell which ran only be dene by 
bringing about the COLLECTIVE 
OWNERSHIP by the people of the 
nation of the mills mines, factories, 
and instruments of prcKliiciiun. which 
must be done by the United Political 
Action of the toilers on farm and in 
factr..y by voting the SOCIAl.LST 
TICKET which is the only party that 
stands for such a program.

She is made a 
passive, unconsci' MS medium of 
instilling into the eyes of her 
new-born baby a \irulent poison 
which cxtiiigui^he- it?. *.ight.’

Misunderstanding and Prejudice 


PUBLIC SENTIMENT toward a public 
utiliiyr company may be poisoned to a great ex¬ 
tent by prejudice. 

This prejudice is of different degrees. It 
varies from mere suspicion and doubt to posi¬ 
tive condemnation and active hostility. 

Such a state of public feeling grows out of 
MISUNDERSTANDING. Other influences 
keep it alive and add to its growth, but so far as 
the general Public is concerned its chief element 


The most aggressive opposition to a public 
utility company can be traced, nearly always, to 
motives that are purely selfish. 

One of the greatest difficulties with which the 
Company has had to contend, in its efforts to¬ 
ward progress, is misinterpretation of its motives 
and its intentions. 'When a Citizen, or even a 
public officer, attempts to take part in the set¬ 
tlement of a problem of public service, without 
first having studied carefully the question to be 
decided, he can only add to the confusion of 
ideas and make the situati«n more difficult. 

To misunderstanding and self-interest may be 
charged many ctsiacles that have retarded the 
Cempany in building up its setvice. Among 
ihcsc arc unreascnable and impracticable de¬ 
mands on the part of public officers or other 
persons who have in mind only certain portions 
or certain features of the service. 

The company must consider any proposed 
change in the light of its effect open the service 
as a whole, and in its relation to all of the People 
as a. community. For the sake of justice, the 
Company must oppose any plan that would 
favor any certain locality or any certain-class of 
the People at the expcitsc of the general service. 


Is misunderstanding. 


The prejudice of a great majority of the People 
is neither clearly defined nor firmly fixed. It is 
mure a habit than an expression of real emotion. 
It iS a result of influence and force of example 
rather than experience and reasoning. 

The great body of the Public is led easily in¬ 
to distrust and suspicion of a public utility com- 

E any. The reason for this is that THE PEO- 
•LE DO NOT UNDERSTAND THE 
COMPANY’S SIDE OF THE CASE. 

The Public is not altogether to blame for this. 
Neither is the Company. Perhaps etch is re¬ 
sponsible in some degree. Possibly the Public 
is too readily inclined to be unfair in its judg¬ 
ment of the Company. It may be, too, that the 
Company has not made sufficient effort to in¬ 
form ihu Public as to its business.
